County Agricultural Conservation 
Association, said today the State AAA 
office has approved October 12, 13, 
14 as the dates for 1940 community 
elections in Morgan county. 

Elections will be held in Morgan 
county at the following places: West 
Liberty 9 A.M., Thursday, Oct. 12; 
Ezel 11 A.M., Thursday Oct. 12; Wrig- 
ley 2 P.M., Thursday, Oct. 12; Cannel 
City 11 A.M., Friday, Oct. 13; Grassy 
Creek, 2 P.M., Friday, Oct. 13; Lenox 
'9 A.M., Saturday, October 14; and 
Dingus 11 A.M., Saturday, Oct. 14. 

Eligibility provisions of the Articles 
of Association in regard to officers 
of the community and county or¬ 
ganizations will be discussed at the 
opening of the meetings, and duties 
of officers and delegates will be ex¬ 
plained. 

Nominations will be made orally 
and votes for the nominees will be 
cast by written ballot.

The first month of the European' 
War ended Saturday night with ap¬ 
parently decisive results upon the 
eastern front The independence of 
Poland as a nation seems to be ended. 
Reports from Berlin are to the effect! 
that the surrender of Warsaw took ! 
place on Friday, September 29. Un- I 
official advices from Europe indi-! 
catod that the intentions of the vic¬ 


tors is to divide the territory between 
them as earlier reported, drawing the 
boundary north and south along the 
I Vistula. During the week, since the 
I fal lof Warsaw and the end of Polish 
j resistance was hourly expected, in- 
' tcrest centered in the future inten- 
j tions of Russia with respect to the 
| lands which 25 years «Mgo h4d been 
I part of the Russian Empire of the 
Tsars, Rumania’s province of Bess- 
! arabia and Finland. Estonia and Lat- 
| via. 

Russian negotiations during the 
week seemed to have forced Estonia 
I to agree to terms which will prac- ; 
I tically put her foreign affairs, her 
trade and her ports on the Baltic, 
under Russian control. What resis-, 
tance, diplomatically, Latvia and Fin- ! 
land can make, even together, seems 
to be more problematical than that j 
which Poland offered. Apparently 
Russia is free so long as the French 
and English resistance occupies Ger- ' 
man attention in the west to remake j 
the map according to her own desires. 
The future relation of Germany and 
Russia will depend undoubtedly upon , 
the discretion which Stalin may use 
in pressing his demands at the pres- i 
ent time. At the moment it would 
appear as if Russia, without any ma¬ 


terial expense or loss, has already ob¬ 
tained the better part of the spoils 
of the war to date. 

Reports are further to the effecl 
I that Turkey and Rumania are anx- 1 
iously carrying on negotiations at 
I Moscow. Should Turkey agree per- | 

| manently to remain neutral, all | 
chance of the French and British 1 
' operating through the Dardanelles 
| and i nthe Black Sea would be ended. 

Reports from Berlin indicate that 
Hitler is brewing another peace offer, 
inviting Italy as a neutral to join 
in a conference to end the struggle 
on the basis of German and Russian 
accomplishments to date. Informa¬ 
tion from London is to the effect 
that preparations there and in Paris 
are for a long war. 

The French official reports state 
I that some local advances have been 1 
made upon the Saar front, with in¬ 
creased activity in the air. Many 
engagements of the air forces appear 
I to have taken place when opposing 
air fleets, making observation flights, 

! have met. British troops seem to 
have been moving without interfer¬ 
ence, steadily and regularly, across 
the Channel into France. 

Claims by Germany that they had 1 
scored direct hits in air attacks on | 
the British fleet have been denied by 
London. Submarine attacks have 
continued with many sinkings of i 
B ish and neutral vessels reported. ( 
Ini rest has centered in the reported 1 
sinking of several Scandinavian ves- t 
sels during the week. Reports of nav- I 
al engagements at the entrance to i 
the Baltic Sea have been denied by t 
both sides. So far as reports during c 


the week go, it may well be stated 
that all has been quited along the 
western front. 

The absence to date of any major 
movements there has been the oc¬ 
casion, during the week, of much 
comment as to future plans—whether 
in England and France they are | 
really for continuance of the war or | 
for an agreed peace at an early date, 
i It is, however, difficult to see even 
: now what England and France can 
gain by peace, without greater loss 
than they would sustain by an ulti¬ 
mate military defeat. They appear to 
be able to resist attacks indefinitely 
on the western front, even if they 
cannot invade Germany. They still 
control the sea and vital supplies.
